IN THE EARLY SPRING. 


Much of the Genuine Product Ie Made 
inthe Green Mountain State—Teams 
Sometimes Employed in Gathering

{gar which find their way into market 
jare made up in largest quantity in the 
lwoods of Vermont. The making of 
he sugar Is not confined to that region 
jalone, for wherever maple trees are

sugar. Then, there is the “maple” su-

|snow is not deep, a well-trained horse, 
lor a yoke of oxen, bas been brought 
linto the woods, with a stock of bay 
and grain to feed it, and is comfort- 
lably quartered in a shed, built against 
ithe side of the sugar house. If Its 
help can be employed, the work 1s 
{made much easier, for, hitched to a 
stout sled, !t draws the buckets about 
‘the forests to be scattered to the trees, 
and, later, draws back to the camp 
the sap as it is gathered. Very often, 
|however, the snow for the first week 
lor two 1s too deep for a horse or an ox 
ito get about, and all the work must be 
| done by men on snow slioes. Mounted 
jupon bis stout, course snow shoes, 
which are strongly strapped to his 
thick boots, the sugar maker polses 
upon one shoulder a stack of buckets 
as heavy as lie can carry and starts off 
with them, leaving one or two at the 
foot of every maple tree.

It is during the Norwegian winter 
that the most characteristic sports In 
that country hold sway. When the 
flords are frozen after the snow has 
fallen, the water is covered with the 

| bright, shining ice, and, like the gulls 
| during the summer, the Norwegian 
| boys glide about on thelr skates where, 
in July and August, they had crossed 
in sailing boats. But when the snow 
| covers mountain, valley, and  fiord 
| many feet deep, snow-shocing, or skli- 
lobning, as it is called in Norway, be- 
comes universal, not merely as a 
sport, but also as a necessary way of 
traveling. 

The skees are made of wood, gener- 
ally of ash. It is the most suitable 
wood for the purpose, but they can 
also be made out of pine, or birch, or 
of almost any wood in which the grain 
runs straight, and which {is not too 
| knotted. But woods like ash, which 
| ia both hard and flexible, are admira- 
| bly adapted for skee-making. The 
| skees are some ten feet long and about 
four inches broad, and taper up in 
front {In a graceful curve. A very slight 
groove about half an inch wide runs 
all along the middle of the skee from 
front to back, giving a tendency to 
keep it steady in one direction, and te 
prevent it, to some extent, from slid- 
ing to one side. About an inch back 
of the middle of the skee, a loop is 
made out of twisted willow, or, in re- 
| cent years, frequently out of leather- 
covered bamboo, forming a firm but 
flexible support for the foot about two 
inches back of the toe. Another loop 
of leather-covered bamboo runs from 
the base of the loop for the toes and 
all around the heel, while one strap 
combines the two sides of this loop un- 
der the foot. ‘The skee-runner then 
finishes the fastening by buckling a 
strap over his instep. 
| This peculiar arrangement of loops 
and straps allows the runner to move 
‘his heel in a vertical direction so far 
| that he could, although with effort, 
| put his knee down to the skee in front 
;of him, while his toes still remain in 
‘the loop; but in a horizontal direction 
the foot is arrested; the skee must fol- 
low every small movement of the foot 
to the right or left.—St. Nicholas.

In the vi- 
lity of the porphyry dikes and along their contacts are ledges of 
nassive galena and chalcopyrite, usually parallel with the schistosity 
f the formation. The principal dejiosit of Glacier basin is found be- 
ween two porphyry dikes striking N. 30 deg. W, and dipping northeast 
at an angle of 45deg, Two tunnels 50 feet in length expose the ore 
body. which is about 20 feet in width.

On the Margery claims, below the basin, the deposits are essential- 
ly galena ores, occurring in stringers 1 foot to 5 feet in width, which 
follow a definite zone parallel with the schist. This vein system has 
been opened at an eleyation of 1500 feet above sea level by a tunnel 
{O ivetin length. Farther northeast on the same elaim is an open cut 
exposing a 12-foot ledge which is rich in galena and which has been 
traced several hundred feet along its strike.

The “Ground Hog” basin claims, 4 miles riotth of the Margery 
claim, have been developed to some extent during the year and show 
favorable assay returns.
